Attorney, judge clash, ruling reversed 


FT. McPHERSON, Ga. 1U P I1 — Defense attorney F. Lee Bailey 
clashed with the military judge at the My Lai murder court-martial of 
Capt. Ernest L. Medina today and, after a two-hour hassle, succeeded 
in getting the .judge to reverse a ruling. 
The clash delayed the testimony of Medina, who had been expected 
to take the stand today in his own defense. The professional 34-vear- 
old soldier from Montrose. Colo., is charged with 102 murders at My 
Lai. 
At issue was whether the court should admit the testimony of Capt. 
Robert L Hicks, who testified Tuesday that Lt. William L. Galley had 
told him in 1968 that Medina was “ certainly surprised 
when he 
learned that Galley's platoon had slaughtered civilians at My Lai. 
The military .judge. Col. Kenneth A Howard, ruled today that Hicks 
testimony was hearsay, and therefore inadmissible as evidence. 
“ Your ruling was erroneous. That's not the function of the judge to 


rule on the credibility of a witness, " Bailey inter jected. 
“ Don't chastise the .judge. Don't repeat back to the judge that he is 
an idiot. 
Howard warned. 
“ 1 do not recall using that term, your honor, 
the famed criminal 
attorney said “ I merely said your ruling was erroneous and I have the 
right to voice my objections. 
“ I am not ruling on credibility. The testimony was hearsay. 
Howard insisted. 
At this point. Bailey requested a conference with the judge in his 
chambers. It lasted two hours, and Howard then announced he had 
reversed his ruling. 
Bailey then put on the stand a lie detector expert who testified that 
the government's star witness against Medina had told him he had

SAIGON ( U P I i —A plastic bomb 
shattered Saigon's second largest 
nightclub tonight, killing at least 
five persons and injuring about 20 
others in the worst terrorist incident 
in the capital in more than six 
months. 
The explosion was a block away 
from the hotel where Sen. George 
McGovern.

on a church where he was meeting 
South Vietnamese. The attackers 


also fired into the air. 
Saigon Police Chief Trang Si Tan 
said McGovern was “ unwittingly 
meeting with Viet Cong agents at 
the time. 
McGovern denied the 
charge as “ outrageous 
and said 
President Nguyen Van Thieu should 
apologize. 
The 10:10 p.m. (10:10 a.m. ED T » 
explosion ripped through the two- 
storv Tu Do night club, a rock and 
roll 
club catering 
to 
well-to-do 
young Vietnamese. The bomb blew 
up 20 minutes before closing time. 
About 50 persons were inside 
listening to a rock group, but some 


of the victims were passersby and 
street vendors hit when the blast 
blew out an entire wall ot the club, 
located on Tu Do Street in the bar 
district. 
The night club does not attract 
American servicemen because of its 
unusually high prices. 
Hundreds ot persons rushed to the 
blast scene and U.S. and South 
Vietnamese military police using 
bullhorns ordered them out of the 
area because of the possibility of a 
second explosion 
It was 
the worst 
incident ot 
terrorism since April 8 when an 


explosion destroyed the CBC Club,

away,

American soldier and a Vietnamese 
girl and wounding 36 GIs and four 
Vietnamese.

the change in public attitudes. 
Some of the major recommendations of the staff would: 
Require an inmate to serve his minimum sentence 
before becoming eligible tor parole 
Perm it abortion on demand performed by a licensed 
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doctor. 
Reduce the age of consent to 16 
Wipe off the books laws dealing with oral and anal 
copulation between consenting adults, married or single 
Make it a crim e to patronize a prostitute. 
—Perm it limited gambling between individuals. 
Ringer explained the staff suggestion on gambling would 
permit three bets in a day, but would continue to outlaw 
organized wagering conducted on electronic devices. 
He said bets between patrons at a public bar on a football 
game would be legal, as would a poker game at someone's 
house, although not at a private club. 
Ringer stressed the penal code revisions were "socially 
coherent and intellectually consistent 
with current public 
opinion and attitudes. 
He said another m ajor section deals with setting up a 


system ot crim es by degree, which would be merged and 
coordinated with a set punishment. The degree would deter­ 
mine the penalty. 
But the staff chief said general maximum term s would be 
trimmed from what they are today, because "too many life 
sentences' were being imposed and not served. 
As an example, he cited the crim e of rape, which 
currently carries a three-years-to-life term. Under the 
proposed change, the term would be 18 months to 15 years. 
The death penalty would still be retained for first-degree 
murder and assaults by prisoners serving life terms, but 
would be eliminated for "kidnaping for the purpose of 
robbery.' 
Ringer said the proposed elimination was the statute 
under which Caryl Chessman was executed in the early 
1960s. 


Revolutionaries cause prison riots? 


SACRAMENTO (UPIi — Claiming California had under­ 
gone a prison "m assacre' of its own. Gov. Ronald Reagan 
has blamed the tactics of "new revolutionaries for the riot 
at New York s Attica State Prison and recent violence at 
San Quentin Prison. 
He told newsmen Tuesday night there were "som e 
sim ilarities" between the Aug. 21 escape attem pt at San 
Quentin that left six persons dead and the riot at Attica 
State Prison that claimed 40 lives. 
The trouble at both prisons, Reagan said, "reflects the 
new revolutionary tactics of taking revolution into the 
prisons and attacking the system there, 
the governor said. 
He made the com m ents at Sacramento Metropolitan Air­ 
port shortly after returning from the National Governors 
Conference in Puerto Rico. 
Reagan said he was not familiar with all the facts in the 
Attica prison riot but stressed "there can be no bargaining 
over hostages' in such situations. 
"1 think the men (prison guards» know that.' he added. 
"They are very brave men 
The governor said the rise of revolutionary groups within 
the prison had created a whole new problem and any 
weakness displayed by authorities would strengthen their 
cause and make life m ore difficult for prison officials and 
employes. 


As for New York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller s decision 
ordering that the Attica prison be retaken by force, Reagan 
com m ented: 
"I don t think he had any other choice. According to news 
releases we read in the East, the decision was made by his 
prison authorities and he approved it. I'm sure he did what 
he thought was best under the circumstances. 
But the governor had no immediate comment on reports 
the California Department of Corrections was considering 
asking for an additional $2 million to hire several hundred 
more prison guards. 
He 
said 
he 
recently 
ordered 
the 
department 
of 
corrections to make a thorough review of security at the 
prisons and would await the outcome of that investigation. 
"There is no question that there is going to have to be a 
change in the (security) system,' he added "We are going 
to do whatever has to be done to protect the lives of guards 
and inmates. 
Earlier. State Finance Director Verne Orr said there 
could be no blanket approval for an additional $2 million if. 
in fact, it is made by the Department of Corrections. 
"They do have a problem, we all know that with San 
Quentin and everything, but we would want to review their 
programs and see whether economies could be made. O rr 
said.

KIAM ESHA LAKE, N. Y. (U Fl i -Here was a picture no 
artist could possibly paint. 
It was the consummate portrait, so to speak, the like of 
which never had been done before nor was likely ever to be 
duplicated again anywhere or anytime. 
There he stood, the one and only Leroy ‘Satchel ' Paige, 
wearing an open collared flamingo pink shirt, white linen 
shorts and a pair of size 12 sneakers. 
Satch took a tighter grip on his tennis racquet and peered 
through his horn-rimmed eyeglasses across the net. He 
checked his doubles partner. Bobby Thomson, alongside 
him. 
“ Ready? " he asked the Giants' Miracle Man. 
Thomson nooded. 
“ Ready?" Paige then called across the net to Hall of 
Earner Hank Greenberg and Otto Graham, the ex­ 
quarterback for the Cleveland Browns and later day coach 
of the Washington Redskins. 
Greenberg and Graham signified they were ready, 
whereupon Satch served the ball and the four players 
volleyed until F^aige finally forced Graham into a point 
producing error.

SHAVING STROKES

8-Trevino's Alignment 


A lot of you have asked 
me what I think of Lee Tre­ 
vino’s alignment. As you no 
doubt know, he places his 
feet as though he were going 
to hit the ball 75 yards to 
the left of his target. 
I’d have to be crazy to dis­ 
pute anything Lee does, he’s 
won so many m ajor tourna­ 
ments this year. But I do 
believe his method of align­ 
ment is not basically sound. 
I’d recommend it to a good 
player—but not to a be­ 
ginner. Let me explain why. 


Most golfers have a bad 
tendency to use a closed 
stance (the left foot ahead of 
the right), and it’s 
for them to get the left side 
of the body out of the way 
and work the right side un­ 
der on the downswing. By 
contrast, Lee, who grew up 
playing his way and is com­ 
fortable with it, starts with 
his left side clear and right 
side half under. He gets 
under and through the ball 
better than anyone I’ve ever 
seen. 
But if you’re not a low- 
handicap player, his align­ 
ment can cause you to come 
over the ball with your upper 
body, 
and 
slice 
or 
hook 
badly.

Dear Reader—I doubt the

coffee business is going to

answer. The main problem

posed by plain coffee is its 
: 
caffeine content. 
For those 
\ 
who wish to avoid this prob- 
; 
lem there are a number of 
j 
decaffeinated 
products 
on 
: 
the market. 
■ 
An average cup of coffee 
contains from 70 to 150 milli­ 
grams 
of caffeine, 
which 
means that two cups can 
give you a pretty good jolt. 
How much depends on how 
strong the coffee is and how 
strong the drinker is. A dose 
of caffeine of 150 to 250 milli­ 
grams stimulates the cortex 
of the brain, it speeds up 
typing performance and as­ 
sociation of ideas. 
In other 
words, it turns one on. How­ 
ever, delicate muscular co­ 
ordination may be hampered 
by this dose. 
And you can 
get that much caffeine in one 
or two cups of coffee, again 
depending upon the brew. 


The bad aspect of coffee 
is its effects on the digestion 
of many people, causing an 
increase in stomach acidity 
with burning in the pit of the 
stomach. It should definitely 
not be used by anyone who 
has an ulcer. 
It stimulates the heart and 
heavy coffee drinkers often 
have 
much 
higher 
heart 
rates than they do after they 
s t o p drinking coffee, or 
switch to a decaffeinated 
product. 
Some studies sug­ 
gest that drinking five to six 
cups of coffee a day is asso­ 
ciated 
with 
an 
increased 
rate of heart attacks. 
Medical t e x t s describe 
“ untoward 
r e a c t i o n s ” 
(meaning bad) from 1,000 
milligrams of caffeine, or 
about six or seven cups of 
strong coffee. 
These “ un­ 
toward 
reactions” 
include 
flashing lights, ringing in the 
ears, nervousness (no won­ 
der) 
a n d 
tremulousness. 
BUT there is no evidence 
that it will affect the adrenal 
glands 
adversely 
in 
t h e 
amounts 
you 
have 
asked 
about. 
Coffee is not a natural 
beverage for man. 
It is an 
Arabic drink that spread to 
Europe in the 17th century. 
Like cigarettes, its consump­ 
tion has increased markedly 
since the beginning of the 
20th century, parallel with 
the increase in heart at­ 
tacks, ulcers, lung cancers 
and other common ailments. 
The United States consumes 
more than 70 per cent of the 
world’s coffee crop. 


Tea also contains caffeine, 
but the way it is brewed, the 
usual cup contains half as 
much as coffee. 
The best 
approach is for the coffee 
lover to switch to a decaf­ 
feinated product. This helps 
prevent 
coffee nerves.”

The five tiled a petition 
tor a writ of mandate with 
the State Supreme Court to 
force the county clerk to 
accept their registrations 
here, though their parents

Santa 
Barbara County The Court 
ruled in their favor about 
two weeks ago. instantly 
creating 
approximately 
6,000 more eligible voters in 
the 
county 
from 
UCSB 
alone, if the numbers of 18 
to 
20-year-old 
students 
parallel those of last fall 
Undergraduate 
students 
likely to be in that age group 
who already dwelled 
in

numbered 1,311 
Whether 
the 
newly 
franchised will vote — and 
how

is

speculation, 
but 
certain 
conclusions may be drawn 
from their major fields of 
study, their attitudes on 
issues of the day and some 
assumptions

behavioral 
patterns. 
And it can be 
assumed that the campus 
and Isla Vista are due for 
much more attention from 
candidates 
in 
political 
contests. 
Among students who are 
citizens of California, the 
greatest number by far 
3.484 — are majors in the 
social sciences 
This field 
embraces such disciplines 
as sociology and political 
science which may produce 
more 
politically 
active 
citizens than some of the 
fine arts, for example. 
Social 
science 
majors 
represent 33 14 per cent of 
UCSB s resident students. 
The American Council on 
Education 
has

campuses across the land,

UCSB,

sample of 972 Santa Barbara 
freshmen 
indicated 
that 
over half:

middle class homes where 
there is some concern about

Political attitudes of Isla 
Vistans were more recently 
examined by Dr. Carl C 
Hetrick, 
UCSB 
assistant 
professor 
of 
political 
science, and students in one 
of his graduate seminars. A 
representative sampling ol 
279 persons was interviewed 
in the survey last spring, 
with the following results: 
- 42 8 per cent said their 
personal interest in politics 
had increased in the last 
year, though 67.3 per cent 
admitted 
they 
had 
not 
participated 
in 
political 
activity recently, 
—Foreign policy matters 
captured the interest of 58.4 
Der cent; 
—Only

believed that violence was

Prof. Hetrick, who has 
conducted 
a 
number 
of 
studies 
of 
voters 
participation 
trends, 
observes that persons in 
their early twenties and 
those in their sixties and 
seventies do not exercise 
their right to vote to the 
degree that those in the 
middle 
age 
do. 
Participation improves in 
the thirties and reaches its 
peak somewhere in the late 
forties and early fifties,' he 
says. 
However, 
the 
political 
scientist cautioned, young 
people usually are scattered 
throughout 
a 
greater 
community in which they 
are a minority, and political 
campaign workers rarely 
approach them specifically. 
“ In Isla Vista, though.' he 
explained, 
“ almost 
the 
entire community is made 
up of young people, and I 
look for office-seekers to 
take 
their 
campaigns 
there.” 


He predicts, then, that an 
additional 
five 
or

thousand voters may be 
expected to turn out in the

Two years ago President Nixon 
got through legislation providing an 
additional $7.5 million. The site on 
the Potom ac River had been an 
initial contribution by Congress. 
From the beginning the going has 
been tough. In a survival of the 
puritan ethic, many m em bers of 
Congress have felt it was im m oral 
to spend the taxpayers 
money on 
the arts. If people wanted to hear 
opera and orchestral concerts, let 
them pay for it. 
This m akes evident the serious 
problem ahead for the huge $7.6 
million center. If it is to fulfill its 
function 
and

theater available, not just to a few 
rich opera lovers, but to a broader 
public, there must be a generous 
annual subsidy which can com e only 
from Congress. While without such 
a subsidy the concert halls m ay be 
filled, the vision of a center that 
would encourage the experim ental, 
the new, and the untried will not 
com e to life.
